Answers, by Lyman C. Howe, Sanday Moro- 
ing, January W, 1859, before the First So- 
olety of Spiritualists of New York City, at 
Adeiphi Hall, to Questions Propounded by 
the Audience, 


“Which has the greatest reasoning 
power, if either, the male or female?” 

We do not think there would be very 
much reasoning poweriu the male if 
it were not for the female, nor much in 
the females if there were no males. The 
methods of reasoning in each diff r ac- 
cording to temperament, organization, 
heredity and the influences of educa- 
tion and opportunities employed. The 
femsle, as a rule, is more sen-iti e, finer, 
more spiritual, more susceptible to in- 
tuitive impressions and influencés from 
the spirit world and tothe quick flasbes 
of perception and arriving at covclu- 
sions intuitively, which is a higher pro 
cess of reasoning than the mole. The 
male, on the other band, by org«nism, 
by brain tendencies, by temperament, 
by habit, by heredity and otherwise, is 
more given to the plodding, the induc- 


` tive, the slow, the outward, the intel- 


lectual, and the less given to perceive 
and sense and act upon the flashes of 
intuition. And this is indispensible to 
the balance of the flashes of intuition, 
and on the otber hand, the intuitive is 
indispensible to the greatest manifesta- 
tion of this form of reasoning in any 
one mind or in the world to-day. 

In the great discoveries of the im- 
mortal Keppler he used bis great intel- 
lect and devoted will for long years, 
but he was inspired by a profound intui- 
tion, by that finer spirituality and de- 
votion that looked far teyond all the 
plodding reasonings of the intellect, far 
above all described as probable and pos- 
sible from the outside world of form; be 
was reaching for a principle, and seek- 
ing the solution of sumetbing that 
seemed beyond the reach of mathe- 
matical discoveries. It was the same 
with Newton in his recognition, and 
we might say, bis discovery of the 
univertal law of gravitation. It was 
reasoning from within, from: intuition, 
but in all that reasoning he brought the 
great intellectual power that shines from 
bis reason into the basic relationships of 
induction and the two unite in one, the 
intuitive and inductive, to bring forth 
to the world the greatest development 
that the intellectual brain of man ever

cording to temperament, organization, 
heredity and the influences of educa- 
tion and opportunities employed. The 
femsle, as a rule, is more sen-itiy e, finer, 
more spiritual, more suse ptible to in- 
tuitive impressions and influencers from 
the spirit world and tothe quick flashes 
of perception and arriving at corclu- 
sions intuitively, which is a higher pro 
cess of reasoning than the mal-. The 
male, on the other band, by organism, 
by brain tendencies, by temperament, 
by habit, by heredity and otherwise, is 
more given to the plodding, the induc- 
tive, the slow, the outward, the intel- 
lectnal, and the less given to perceive 
and sense and act upon the flashes of 
intuition. And this is indispensible to 
the balance of the flashes of intuition, 
and on the otber band, the intuitive is 
indispensible to the greatest manifesta- 
tion of this form of reasoning in any 
one mind or in the world to-day. 

In the great discoveries of the im- 
mortal Keppler he used bis great intel- 
lect and devoted will for long years, 
but he was inspired by a profound intui- 
tion, by that finer spirituality and de- 
votion that looked far teyond all the 
plodding reasonings of the intellect, far 
above all described as probable and pos- 
sible from the outside world of form; he 
was reaching for a principle, and seek- 
ing the solution of something that 
seemed beyond the reach of mathe- 
matical discoveries. It was the same 
with Newton in his recognition, and 
we might say, bis discovery of the 
universal law of gravitation. It was

Hence character is made up not of 
one sct, or a million; not of actions at 
all, only as they serve thereby to mod- 
ify it in its growth. Character is made 
up of the evolution of conditions, of 
qualities, of intelligences, that represent 
the individual distinct from a!i other 
individuals, because if every individual 
was like everyone else there would be 
no character to be individualized. Now 
to develop character is to develop the 
kingdom of heaven. To develop char 
acter we require to be touched from 
witbout and inspired from within. We 
need to think and to will. And per 
bups you ask, “What is will? Where 
does it come from and what can it do?” 
And the answer iv, the will is the per- 
petual executive agent of desire, and 
the desire is the agent of the necessity 
that lies bebind desire, by which the 
evolution of life and character must be 
carried forward. And the will may 
serve to direct the intellect, may serve 
to overcome latent feelings and affec- 
tions, May serve to drive us into rela- 
tionship with environments that bold 
some reserve treasure, to meet and 
satisfy the consciousness. The will is 
the agent of desire, and desire of neces 
sity, and necessity is the agent of the 
divine purposes underlying all life, and 
they necessarily and naturally reach 
ope into the other and touch all the 
foundations of circumstance that make 
up the building of the kingdom of 
heaven within you. 

But if the kingdom of heaven be 
within you and you are to develop it, 
and that is the object of life and the 
lesson of eternity, then is there an 
kingdom of heavyen outside of you?

It struggles against odds, 
it beats against the prison bars, it is 
overwhelmed by the floods of selfish- 
ness, of cruelty and ensiuving environ- 
ments, that hold them captives and for- 
bid the kingdom of heaven to assert it- 
self. 


‘Then again you have in this same 
city thousands and tens of thousands of 
persons who have envirenments, of 
comfort, of beauty, music, leisure, each 
and everything that would seem to 
make the soul blossom with all the im- 
mortal sweetness of love aud purity, 
tenderness and peace. Aud yet io these 
homes ‘‘the kingdom of heaven suffer- 
eth violence, and the violence taketh 
it by force.” In these homes all too of- 
ten the Jvanguard of selfishness holds 
back the sweet impulses of the heart; 
too often there is that cruelty of pur 
pose, thut lack of divine impulse that 
can Make the home of luxury, of au- 
tuority over the eartb, the abiding 
place of hell rather than of heaven. Then 
does the kiugdoln of heaven eonsist 5 
place alone, in power alone, in oppor- 
tunity alone? Oh, no. Bat it does con- 
sist in the evolution of character on all 
sides, under the spirit of inspiration, of 
spirituality, love, aspiration and per- 
ceptiun of the beautiful and true in all 
things, that the aspirations from within 
cul be a@uswered from without. Suat 
life witbin can find an aura from with- 
out, that the heart cau fiad some sweet 
incentive to satisfy its needs from the 
social envirouments in which its for- 
tubes are Cast. 


Jesus, you know, said: “If we ask 
bread will he give him a stone? If he 
ask for fish will he give him a serpent?” 
“Does vot your Heavenly Father know 
your needs?” Yet in this Curistian 
civilizution, in thes+ modern days of 
wealth aud intelligence and culture and 
art and music and religion, it all too of- 
teu happens that when the bungry 
heart ask for bread the cruel autocrat 
gives ita stone. When it asks for fish 
it receives the poisonous fangs of the 
serpent, when loves pleads for its own 
and tenderly and coofidentially leans 
upon that which it deems pure and holy 
it all too often finds it a stone, or worse, 
the coiling slime of the serpent witb 
deadly fangs to sting to death and dam- 
nation. 

Ob, no; that is not the kingdom of 
heaven, nor isit a condition in which 
heaven cau be developed, Nor a con- 
dition in which the soul is to rise from 
cause to Cousequeuce, from thoughts to 
conclusions, from principles to promul- 
gation, and from time to eternity. And 
therefore you will find that laws that 
underlie your us-ociations, your social 
life, your social needs, your moral tem- 
perament, your intellectual hunger and 
the means of satistfactiou, your eftorts 
and daily labor, the laws that underlie 
these underlie ail eternity, all the pos 
sibilities of future heaven or future bell, 
Man bolds within his nuture the juugle 
with all its tigers and serpents aud wild 
beasts of passion and prey—he holds 
these in bis being as a ustural inberit- 
ance from his origin out of the past, 
but he also holds in bis being the beautul- 
ful prairie, spanned with greenery and 
with promise, he holds within bis na- 
ture the beautiful garden with its ar- 
tistic culture and arrangement. He 
holds within bis nature all of the sweet, 
beautiful environments that are in the 
highest departments, which should hold 
the jungle in subjection, But the jun- 
gles are not all subdued and obedient to 
the order of civilization. These miasms, 
drawn from the past ages are evolving 
their own aura, are not subdued, and 
one of the greatest purposes of life is to 
subdue them, And not to subdue them 
by destroying them but by translating 
and trausforming them—evolving out 
of them something pure and beauti- 
ful, 

It is a great mistake for Christendom 
to suppose that some things in human 
nature, in common nature, are in them- 
selves obstucles to the work of right- 
eousness, are in themselves in the way 
of the evolution of character and the 
perfection or life, and therefore ought to 
be imolated, crucified, destroyed But 
why did not God destroy them in the

What advantage does the spirit de- 
rive from a long life in the body? 


The advantage of ripeness, that is all. 
There can be no over ripeness. Have 
you noticed how in these later days 
there are more aud more long lives? If 
you consider bow many old people you 
kuow you will be surprised that there 
are sO many more than there were a 
few years ago, for the period of human 
life seems to be elongated, because they 
are living in a better and purer manner, 
Even fashion today is nearer the 
lioe of the reasonable thansit ever was 
before. You are living in a glorious 
age and yet it is dim in comparison 
with what shall follow it. Now as hu- 
man lives are prolonged it is quite nat- 
ural that you should ask this question. 
D> you remember some time »go that 
you asked us the question and we spoke 
to you about the fruit sent up from the 
south in the winter time. We spoke 
especially of the bananas, that wouder- 
ful fruit of the tropics. These are no 
usually ripe when they arrive and: 
are not given to the public; but they are 
placed—the loug stems of bananas,—io 
Some suuny southern exposure where 
they cau ripen and become fit to est. 
Now that is what all need, the ripeness 
of old age. You must ripen before you 
can enter into the most beautiful work 
thatisto be done in the spirit land. 
Be patient with yourself and patient 
with each other; live cleanly and purely 
and then, when your time comes to go 
into the spirit world it will be like oue 
who drops into sleep, and out of sleep 
awakens unto the eternal morniug’s 
brightness, 

Does the phenomena of clairaudiance 
naturally belong to the science of acou- 
stics? Or is theresuch a thing as spirit 
ual sound, independent of physical vi- 
bration? Is music in the spirit world 
different in its ramifications than ours, 
or is the difference only in effect, as be- 
ing more beautiful, more sublime, and 
more soul-stirriag by sweeter raptures 
of angelic expression? 

That Which is called clairaudiance is 
not what you suppose it to be—the re- 
ality of sound, the reality of vibration. 
It does not belong as we understand it 
to the science of acoustics ut all. It is 
asomething which belongs to the toner 
life of the individual, it is too fine to 
perceive with the outer senses. A per- 
son says, “I heara voice’, but if you 
are not clairaudiant you will bear poth- 
ing, any more than did thore who sur- 
rounded the Maid of Orleaus hear the 
voices that stirred within her life. You 
may have beeu beside the bedside of 
one who was dylog when be said: “I 
hear besutiful tusic,—strange and 
sweet,” but though you bend your head 
dowa until your face touches the pillow 
not a sound comes to your ear, The 
hear it but you do uot, for itis nota A 
bration in the air, it is withia them. 
You may say because these sounds are 
unseen and unheard that they are not 
true. 

It is true, however, that as a person 
draws near the spint world the spirit 
bas additional power. Bat the real 
clairvoyance is different. Tbe individ- 
ual bears the souad not as something 
that comes from a distance, pot as 
eetlos that is uttered in the ear; it 
isin the head, And they will tell you 
that the sound isa reality to (hem, yet 
they cannot locate it fn this or that spot. 
Paul understood this and said that 
natural things are discerned naturally, 
but spiritual things are spiritually dis- 
cerned, If apy oue says “I bave seen 
the spiritual with my natural eyes” 
they are deceived. hey may have 
seen the materialization of the spirit, 
Materialization is the expression of a 
combination of particles, & something 
that is rende visible to the eyes. 
Your garment or your body Is not you. 
lf any person says, “I see the spirit,” 
and it is true, that person sees spiritual- 
ef Andif you have not the same con- 

ition, though you may look in the same 
direction, you will see nothing., Ama 
terlalistic person was speaking on this 
point, and a medium said, “I see the 
spirit of my mother,” and described her 
exactly. The lecturer said, “Where is 
this spirit?” and the medium auswered, 
“right in front of you,’ He put out his 
hand and sald, “I feel nothing and see 


nothing, this is simply a delusion; if 
the spirit Was there T could see it. “Yet 
the medium was right, but the lecturer 
did not understand it. 

It was like the story of the old 
prophet who, with his companion, was 
surrounded by enemies. ‘Che companion 
wasaftrighted and turned to the prophet 
for comfort Then the prophet prayed 
that bis companion's eyes might be 
opened that he might see the hormemen 
and chariots on the hill, and knew that 
they outnumbered the enemy, and so 
be comforted as he hud been. 

If it be true that you see spiritual 
things with your epiritual eyes, then it 
in true that you bear these sounds in 
the spiritual ear. You will learn later 
on, that insteal of counting your sen- 
ses as as you do now, you blend them 
more together; you will not say hear- 
ing, or seeing, or tanio or smelling, 
but you will say perceiving. With that 
word you will cover it all. It will be 
thus when you step out from this prison 
that is all around you. 

Friends, music in the spirit world 
is that which is interpreted in the har- 
monies of nature. It la more perfect; 
it is sweeter, it is more sublime, both in 
its external expression and in the inte- 
rior perception. It is most perfect bar- 
mony; itis Jike the breath of flowers. 
Have you never heard music that made 
you forget the instruments, that made 
you forget every thing but a vision that 
you bave of heaven? You have heard 
the birds sing, you have heard the deep 
sound of the sea, the wind among the 
branches of the pines, you have seen 
faces of children which are sacred to 
you, these are some of the visions which 

ave opened to you. Perfect music ls 
a perfect vision. Itisthe opecer of the 
doors aod windows of our souls, it is 
the going out of the shadow into the 
light—a glorious glimpse of heaven. 
And yet your music quickens the pain 
of humanity; it hus its undertone like 
the souad of the sea; it isthe sobbing 
of weary and desolate souls, the beat 
ing of hearts in pune it all comes in 
the music, but if we have not music 
in our souls we cannot understand it. 
Only those who haye a musical ear 
have the faintest and feeblest concep- 
l tion of what music is in the other world. 
l Itisa revelation; it isa light, a glory, 
and we can only say thatit is inde- 
acribable,
